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NEWS OF NEBRASKA.

PRECAUTION AGAINST PESTILENCE.—The
Union Pacific comes to the front with a re-
minder that a visitation of cholerais ex-
pected here this summer, although, how-
ever, no one as yet seems much frightened
at the dire prospects. The general superin-
tendent issues the following circular in
which much will be read with profit in

houscholds not the least connected with
railways:

In view of the probable appearance of
cholera in this country, attention is called
to the necessity for a rigid enforcement of
the o::nru;r’s rules in regard to cleanli-
ness, for the use of disinfectants and
other preventive measures against disease.

The most important means of prevent-
ing disease is cleanliness—cleanliness not
only of person, but of the surroundings;
no disinfectant can take ite place. All
shops, stations, and adjacent grounds
should be kept scrupulously clean and
neat, and decayi animal or vegeta-
ble matter should be burned or
buried. Water closets should be scrubbed
with soap and water as often as oncein
two weeks; drains and sewers should be
freely flushed with water as often as once a
week, if the water supply will sdmit. Pas-
senger cars should be thoroughly cleaned
and ventilated, and the plush benten fre-
gquently, Freight cars at stations should
be cleamed belore loading, and if the refuse
from the cars cannot be satisfactorily dis-
posed of otherwise, it should be burned or
buried.

If & case of infectious disease is found at
stations, or elsewhere on the company's
Remperty, a physician ghould immediately

sent for; il in cars, such cars should be
removed from the train as soon as practi-
cable, the doors locked, and should not
again be used until fumigated in accordance
with the printed instructions issued bv the
chief surgeon. The following disinfectants
are recommended: First—U. P. disin-
fectant. This disinfectant is appli-
cable everywhere; full directions for
using will accompany each package,
and it will be furnished on requisitions,
from Omaha, Armstrong and Denver store-
houses. Becond—Sulphate of iron or cop-
peras. It must not be used on fabrics,
floors or painted surfaces. The best
method to apply it is to dissolve itin
water—about two pounds to the gallon,
and pour or sprinkle the ligunid wherever
required. Third—Freshlime is an excellent
disinfectant, and may be used freely to ad-
vantage in privy vaults, cess pools and
open drains, either alone or in connection
with other disinfectants. Fourth—Refuse
from telegraph battery forms isagood dis-
infectant. Theresidueshould be mixed with
common salt, in the proportion of one and
one-hall pounds of salt to a gallon of resi-
due. Filth—Ice is valuablein preventing
decomnposition, and is a good disinfectant.
It may be used to advantage in passenger
:azlrs and other places where the supply will

mit.

THE BEAT OF GOVERNMENT.

Miscellaneous Matters of Interest ot the Na-
tional Capital.

George W. Paisléy, of Hillsboro, an ex-
member of the 1llinois legislature and a sur-
veyor has been appointed inepector of sur-
veyors general and local land office. John K.
Bpeer, of Indiana, has been appointed a tim-
ber agent of the general land office.

Agron Bradshaw, chairman of the board of
pensions and appeals of the interior depart-
ment, has been superceded by John Rogers,
of Kansas. Rogersissaid to be a lawyer of
ability, and his appointment was urged by a
number of influential Kansas democrats. He
was 8 brigadier general attached to the army
of the Tennessee, aad is said to have been
the youngest officer of that rank in the sor
vice during the war.

The secretary of the treasury haa notifled
the custodians of public bulldings through-
out the country that the appropriation for
the payment of assistant custodiins and
janitors for the current year is exhausted,
and that they must incur no expense of that
eharacter for the remainder of the monith
unless employes will take their chances of an
appropriation for this purpo:e by congresa.
The secretary adds with regard to the appro-
priation for the fiscal year ending June 3,
1886: “Youn are informed that owing to the
limited amount appropriated, a reduction in
expensges of at least 30 per cent will be abso-
lutely necessary. You will therefore report
to the department at once the names of em-
ployes who can be dropped from the roll, to-
gether with such reductions as may be prac-
ticable in the compensation of othera.”

The report of the agricultural department
giving the condition of the various erops as
shown by the June returns is just out, and
contains several points concerning wheat not
given in the synopsis of the 10th inst. It is
stated that the average condition of sixty-two
per cent for winter wheat is the worst official
ghowing since 1868. In 1881 it was seventy-
four, and seventy-five in 1883, while in the
great crop years of 1880 and 1£82 it was ninety-
two in June. The total wheat crop of the
country is not likely to be 10,000,000 bushels
above or below the estimate given of 380,000,-
000 bushels. BStill, disasters prior to harvest
or wet weatber afterwards might possibly
make a greater reduction.

First Comptroller Durham has officially re-
quested Dr. Loring, ex-commissioner of agri-
culture, to make good his accounts, so the
business of his department may be closed up.
Loring recently transferred property 1n
Washington to John A. Loring, of Boston,
consisting of the house in which he resides
and a lot on K street.

HOG CHOLERA.

Investizations to be Made by the Ag-
ricultural Department.

Washington dispatch: The prevalence of
hog cholera in Nebraska, the recent outbreak
in Wisconsin, and the fears entertained of
similar outbreaks in other parts of the coun.
try, has been-made the subject of many com-
municatioss to the commissioner of agricul-
‘ure, who has been urged to make a special
investigation to determine the nature of the
disease and the available means for its miti.
gation or suppression.

In compliznce with demand, Commissioner
Colman has appointed Dr. J. Gerth, a veter-
inary surgeon of Newark, N. J., 10 proceed
first to Nebraska and make a thorouzh inves-
tigation. Gerth is in~pector of animal meats
and slaughter houses for the Newark Board
of Health, and bas also been connected with
the New Jersey sState? Board of Health, and in
his oificial eapscity had much experience with
the diseases of swine. The most recent sta-
tistics place the number of swine in the Unit-
ed States at over 45,000,000 head, valued at
more than §223,000,000. The aonual losses
smonz these animals is very heavy. In 383
it was estimated at $30.000,000; in 1385 it was
6 per cent of the whole number, and in 18¥
the loss increased to 9 per cent. Recent in-
vestizations indicate that the losses are most-
1y the result of contagious diseases. The loss
in Nebrrska during tbe last year has been for
the first time very hesvy. ports from 46 of
the 78 counties show that out of 1,303,605
swine 400,463 were affected with the disease,
and toat 352,921, valued at $2,445,778, died.

§150,000.

The British navy has received an im-
portant addition in the shape of the twin
screw, armor belted ram, Benbow, which was
launched to-day from the slip of the Thames
Tron Works and Ship-Building company. The
ceremony of christening was performed by
Mrs. Gladstone. The Benbow is by far the
most powerful ironclad afloat, and over 10,000
tons of metal bave been used in Ler construc.
tion. She is built entirely of steel. Her ar-
mament is to consist of two 110 tom steel
guns, which will fire a projectile weighing 2,-
000 pounds, 16}¢ inches in diaméter and pro-
pelled by the ¢normous charge of 30 pounds
of powder. She will also bave ten six-inch
rifled breech-loading guns, firing rapidly, ten
four-barrel, one ineh machine guns, snd four
five barrel machine guns. Sheis also fitted
for torpedoes, having five apertures for their
disc harge.

THE TROPHIES OF GEN. GRANT.

Becretary Endicott Selecting a Place for
Their Exhibition,

The question of what shall be done with
the Grant trophies is bothering BSecretary
Endicott. The breeches and semi-buttonless
vest of George Washington, together with his
eamp utensels, tent, rocking-chair and crock-
eéry, are now permanently gatherad uunder a
show case glass at the national museum. For
& time they were seattered about, some in the
patent office, some in the war department and
others in the Smithsonian buiflding.

CHRONICLES BY THE CABLE.

The Queen has offered Gladstone an
earldom in recognition of his services to the
Queen and country. Gladstone asked that he
be allowed to forego the honor. The News
in an editorial upon the subject, rejoices
st Gladstone’s decision, and says that
no title could add to his fame or em”
hance the enthusiastic devotion of his count-
less admirers. Besides his leadership is re-
quired in the coming struggle to secure unit
in the liberal eausi, The Times saysjfeditorially
that Gladstone’s refusal to accept an earldom
makes an appesl to imaginations of men that
wiil not remain unanswered.

The ecrown counsel who are to con-
duct the prosecntion in the case of the gov.
ernment against Riel, ere in Ottawa receiving
Instructions, and up to the present time the
date of trial has not been fixed. It is under
stood that the defense will first attempt
to prove Riel's Americen citizenship-
This proven, his counsel will show that
he can only be tried for making war azainst a
foreign country. The trial would then have
to beunder a court-martial But as martial
law was not proclaimed in the dominfon, the
trial could not be conducted in this way, and
would have to be abandoned. If tried asa
Canadian citizen, the charge would be high
treason, and as three jurors are to be half-
breeds the jury would disasree. This would
involve a new trial, when the same difficulty
would undoubtedly be encountered.

A Panama dispatch says: At the
battle reported to have been fought at Yueal
between the forces of Bernal and Matheus,
much loss was suffered on both sides in what
seems to have becn a stubbornly contested
firht. The ndvantage, it is believed, was on
government's slde. Later advices state that
the government forces have concentrated in
the neighborhood of Carthagena to the num-
ber of 4,000 men. They are reported to be in
a distressing condition, without shoes and in
rags. It will be s month before they can
move on to the Gaitan forces, who encamp at
Bavana Largze, near Barrofeila. General Mas
was last heard from on his way to Juaja, with
his division of three hundred men. Callo is
still suffering with yellow fever, new and fa-
tal cases constantly appearing. Physicians
report the presence of small-pox of a virulent
echaracter.

Troops and guns continue to arrive
at Herat, which is now in a good state of de-
fense. Disapuoroval is expressed at the rumor
that Churchill will be secretary for India. It
Is feared that his appointment would lead to
the withdrawal of Dufferin.

4The Russian newspapers express
doubts of the intention of the Engzlish con-
servatives to continue Gladstone’s foreign
policy, except lonz enough to secure the sup-
port of the moderators at the fall election.
They predict a hostile attitude toward Russia
after the conservatives find themselves firmnly
in power.
The town of Leutchan in Hungary
and Tyrnan in West Hungary, haye been part-
Iy destroyd by forest fires. Fourteen persons

were burned to death.

Rioting is reported at Brunn, Aus-
tria, between factory hands on a strike and
hands employed to replace them. The mill
tary was called out and a fight followed in
which eizht soldiers and a dozen citizens were |
serious!y injured. There is great excitement
and it is feared the riotine will be renewed.

A semi-official letfer from St. Peters-
burg to the Vienna Politische indicates that
although Russia is not averse to a partition of
Afghanjstan, between England and Russia,
ghe is willing to continue necotiations with
the British government on the busis of the
Granville arrangement if that course of ac-
tion should be adhered to by the next minis-
try.

Shocks™ of earthquake still continue
with increased violence in the vale of Cash-
mere. The town of Muzzuflurabad, com
manding the entrance of the Baramnla pass
into Cashmere, is reported to have been al
most entirely destroved, and 2,200 persons
are said o have been killed.

Much alarm is apparent throughout
Europe on account of the reappearance of
cholera in the south. Austria and Russia
contemplate rigid quarantine measures at al;
their ports, and the prefects of the French
departments on the Spanish frontier are urg-
ing the French Government to establish a
military cordon against the infiux of Span-
iards to cross the border Stringent measures
of protection may be expected to be main-
tained all through the summer.

A dispatch from Aden to the admi-
rality office confirms the loss of the French
man-of-war Renard. She foundered in the
Indian ocean during a eyclone, and 127 souls
perished.

A Madrid dispatch of the 18th says:

The colera Is spreading at an alarminz rate;
63 new cases and 151 deaths are reported
from the cities of Murka, Valencia and Cas-
tleton during the past twenty-four hours. At
Madrid there is one death and twenty-four
new cases. Tbe inhabitants of the populous
quarters of this city, strenuously oppose all
measures taken by the authorities to disinfect
the dwellings. The resistance of the peovle |
became s0 passionate and persistent that the i
authorities abandoned the enforcement of alj |
sanitary regulations which have been adopt- i
ed to prevent the cholera from entering
Madrid. |

THE END NEAR AT HAND.

Gen. tirant Erpresses the Belief” That Heis
Not Long for This World.

Mt. Gregor dispatch: Seven hours of re-
freshing sleep and the usual taking of Hqguid
food, the absence of unusual pain, gulet of
body and no unequal mental strain, consti
tutes the record for Gen. Grant from 0 o’clock
Wednesday night to 5 o'clock Thursday after-
noon. The fatigue that followed his unwise
exertion by walking yesterdny was a warning
that so good a patient as General Grant wily
not letgo unheeded. Mindful of this, he has
passed a quiet day physically. To what de-
gree his mind has been active is a knowledge
held only by the general, though the doctors

would be glad to share such knowledge, a8 his
mental and physical condition last evenin

were running nearly level. So feeble ang
trembling was the general's body that even
his sturdy pluck seemed to weaken. He was
distraught in mind, discouraged at heart and
weakin body, and beecausa of this he wrote
the letters to his physiclan and family, which
he would gladly recall to-day, but while un-
usunl temporary weaknness may have occa-
sioned the general’s despondency Wednesday
evening, he knows, and has within a week ex-
pressed to a near friend, his own assurance
that he is constantly growing weaker and
more exhausted. and he was not deceived in
this, and no effort was made to lead the gen-
eral to a false hope. He was last week frank-
ly told that he was fading out, and that atthe
end he would probably pass awny peacefuily,
of heart failure. When the mainspring of
vitality was uncurled, and when the physical
machinery had run down, it would stop. Such
is ihe general’s anticipation of the end, which
he calmly realizes is not & long way distant
and impaossible toavert. Hiscourage sank to
ebb, and realizing the painful influence of
th+ mind upon physieal conditions, such as
obtain now in General Grant's ca-e, Dr.
Douglas summoned Dr. Sands. The latter
came, found no alarming symptoms, saw the
general in better spirits, and in the evening
started back to New York. Temporary infin-
ence may render the general again and atany
time apprehensive, und the followng day
may see his spirits recovered. but all ihe
while the vicious sore upon his tongue is
deepening, and a8 it progresses s=o does the
general s vitality wane. He has a Tull knowl-
edge of this, and that knowledge will at all
times be the background against which may
appear temporary changes for better or
worse to arouse public interest. but such
chunges cannot deceive the sick man nor
obvinte the cermainty that dlssolution is
drawing nearer. While on the piarza this
afternoon Gen. Grant shook hands with Dr.
M. Babeock, brother of the late Gen. O. B.
Babeock, and with & wave of the hsnd pre-
sented him to Drs. Douglas and Sands, to
whom the visitor further introduced himself,

after due notlee. Thedepartment desires the
announcement to come to the knowledge of
all postmasters that fallure to make re-
vorts, deposita or accounts, after notice will
be sufiicient ground for removal with-
out further inquiry. The stmasters
at Winona, Ozceola, Laporte City, North
Manchester, Cambridge, Augnsta and Balls-
ton were suspended upon proofs of actsof
partisanship while in office. These acts were
of various kinds; some were editors as well
as postmaster=, anel their newspapers sioce
as well as before election have contained
scurrilous and indecent attacks upon the offi-
cers of the qOVErmnent. as well as malign
political articles towards adversaries in gen-
eral. Insome cases it has also been estab-
li=hed that postmasters kept hanging in their

| oftice political placards of one party, and re-

fused to permit those of the other to be dis-
played, these placards belng sometimes inde-
cent pictures or eartoons unflt for eycs of re-
spectable persons. In other cases the poat-
masters were shown to have been efficient
political agents of their party, members of
its working committees and its organization,
and taking a particular part in the eonduct
of e¢lection business, often to the impairment
of their performance of the duties of office.
Iln sevedrll of the cases Llﬁcal no:.imt. f!rcu-
ars and newspapers of the opposita political
party were ahotl:: to have Beendeuinedln
the postoflice.
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
